9J, conference call is adistance learning conference call and electronic book pertains to the learning (fig. 8). customizing the 
cwiferenoe call. Icaraipg material ccmpnscs: textbook, outline (fig. 8), di^layiog a video image related to the video signal on 
the electromc book viewer, transmitting audio information fixm the electronic book viewer (fig. 10), audio information is a 
quesuon, storing at some of the conference caU. retrieving the stored conference call, convertmg speech to the text ( entire 
document). 

Claims 4-5 and 16-17 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over TTieodor in view of Marasovich et 
al (WO 94/07327, hereinafter ). 

Regarding claims 4-5 and 16-17. Theodor does not teach the following: camera is electronically controllable and 
receiver receives commands to coittrol the camera. 

However, Marasovich discloses method and apparatus for on-screen camera comrol in video conference equipment 
which teaches the following: camera is eiectromcaily controllable and receiver receives commands to control the camera ffies 
2-3, page 6 lines 4-27). ^ ^' 

Thus. U would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time icveittion was made to modify 
Ttew)dor's system to provide for die foUowing: camera is electronicaUy controUablc and receive receives cotmmands to comrol 
the camera as this arrangement would fadliiate camera adjustment ina video conference to position the camera and zocm the 
camera to facilitate video conference as taught by Marasovich. 

Claims 8 and 20 lade an invemive step uiKler PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Tlieodor in view of Hendereon et al 
(WO 99/18701, hereinafter Henderson). 

Regarding claims 8 and 20. Theodor does not teadi the foUowing: the receiver has a bandwidth greater than the 
bandwidth of the transmitter. 
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However, Henderson discloses spUlerless digital subscriber line communication systM which teaches the following: 
the receiver has a bandwidth greater than the bandwidth of the transmitter (page 14, Imes 4-21). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one <rf ordinary skill in the art at the time invemion was made to modify 
Tlieodor's system to provide for the foilowing:the receiver has a bandwi(fch greater than the bandwidth of the transmitter as 
this would facilitate downloading data at a higher rate from video sources to the user terminal as taught by Henderson. 

Claims U-12 and 22-23 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Tlieodor in view of Munyan 
(US PAT: 5,761.485). 

Regardipg claims 1 1-12 and 22-23, Theodor teaches the foUowing: conf^eoce call inchides video received by the 
electronic book viewer and dispUying video conference call (ftg. 10); but he does not tejq^licitly teach the foUowing: video 
display comprises two screens, and dismaying electnmic book on a first screen and displaying conference call (Hi a second 
screen. 

However. Munyan discloses persoaal electronic book system which teadies two display screen conmrising two 
screens for disidaying infonnation(20 and 30, figs. 1-2, coL 6 liios 22-34). 

Tlius, k would have been obvious to one «tf ordinary skill in the ait at the time inveittion was made to modify 
Theodor's system to provide for tlw following: video di^lay comprises two screens, aiKl displaymg electronic bo<^ on a first 
s<^een aiKl displaying conference caH on a second screen as arrangonent would provide two screens to diajiay information to 
suite user needs. 

Claims 36-39 and 54-58 lack an inventive step under PCT ArUcle 33(3) as bdng envious over Hieodor in view of D* Agostino 
(^^0 97/41688). 

Regarding daims 36-39 and 54-58. Theodw teaches electronic book viewing capability (fig. 10) and merchandise 
catalog (fig. 9); but he does not tea** the foUowing; set-t<5> twminal connected to the Ubrary unit, a video display system 
connected to the srt top terminal vk two way communication path, cable tdevision video distribution system, direct broadcast 
television system, directory of call inkiation data and an emry of the <firectory relates to at least one of the one or more caUed 
parties. pctsonaUzed diiectOTy. pubUc directory, diieaory «Hi^>rises informati<m concerning availability of conference calling 
features for fee entry, conference calling features comprise at least one selected from the gro^) consisting of audio capabilUy 
video recqrtion capatelity. video transmission capalaHty . 

However. D'Agostino discloses video directory entcitainmertt and marketing method and ^paratus which teaches the 
followmg: set-top terminal connected to the library unit, a video display syst^n connected to the set top terminal via two way 
communication path, cable television video distribution system, direct broadcast television system, dkectory of caU initiation 
data and an entry of the directory relates to at least one of the one or more called parties, personalized directory, public 
direclOTy. direaory conqirises information concerning avail^ility of conference callmg features for the erary conference 
calling features comprise at lea^ one selected from the group consisting of audio c^bility. video recefttion (^ility video 
transmission capabUity (fig. l. page 7 lines 13-37. pa^ 8 lines 1-5, page 9 lines 10-13. page 15 lines 11-19. page 20* lines 25- 
30). 

Thus, it would have been <*vious to one of ordinary skill in tiie art at tiie time invention was made to modify 
Theodor's systan to provide for the foUowing: set-top terminal c<mnected to die Hbrary unit, a video display system connected 
to die set tq) terminal via two way communication padi, cable television video distribution syst«n. direct broadcast t^evision 
system, directory of caU initiation data and an entry of die direaory relates to at least one of tiie one or more caUed parties 
p^sonalized dtiectory, public directory, directory comprises informittion concerning availaWUty of conference calling feanires 
for tiie entry, conferracc calling features comprise at least OIK selected fhm video 
reception capability, video transmission capability as tiiis arrangMnent would enable tij& user to access various goods and 
services as taught by D'Agostino (page 6 lines 31 to page 32 liiK 12). 

Claims 4M8 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Theodor in view of K^-rr (US PAT- 
5.844,600). 

Regarding claims 41-48. Theodor does not teadi the foUowing: intercam^ction network comprises a central 
combming node, ceiiral comlnning node comprises: a video combiner, an audio agnal summation module, a switch, 
controller. signalUng module, mmory capable of storing componcms of tiic conference call, stored camponertts of the 
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conference call comprises at least one selected from the group consisting of an audio signal, a video signal, a program file, a 
data file, a text file etc. 

However. Kerr methods and apparatus and systems for transporting multimedia conference data streams through a 
transport network which teadies the following: interconnection network comprises a central combining node, central 
c(Hn.bining node con^>rises: a video combiner, an audio signal summation module, a switch, controller, signalling module, 
memory capable of storing conc^onents of the conference call, stored components of the conference call comprises at least one 
selected from the group consisting of an audio signal, a video signal, a program file, a data file, a text file etc (fig. 2. col, 4 
fines 27-67, col. 5 lines 1-28. col. 7 Unes 53-62, fig. 7). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the ait at the time invention was made to modify 
Theodoras system to provide for the following: interconnection oecwoik c<Hnprises a central combining node, central 
combining node comprises: a video combiner, an audio signal summation module, a switch, controller, signalling module, 
memory capable of storing components of the conference call, stored componeiis of the confereiK^ call coii^rises at least one 
selected from the grotq> consisting of an audio signal, a video signal, a program file, a data file, a text file etc as this 
arrangement would provide means for processiiig video conference information at a centra! tKxle and distribute information to 
the panidpating terminals as taught by Kerr. 

Claims 63-67 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Theodor in view of Shishino 
(JP410285568A). 

Regarding claims 63-67, Theodor does not teach the following: dynamically adding or dropping components to the 
conference call, storing one or more components of the conference call, storing step is performed at the electroiuc viewer, 
stoiiog step is performed at a node in a networic connecting the call, receiving one or all of the stored components of the 
conference call after termination of the conference call 

However, Shishino discloses conference communication system which teaches the following: dynamically adding or 
dropping components to the conference call, staring one or more components of the conference call, storing step is performed 
at the electronic viewer, storing stq) is performed at a node in a i^twork conneaing the call, receiving one or all of the stored 
components of the conference call after termination of the conference call (see abstract). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was made to modify 
Uteodor's system to provide for the following: dynamically adding or dropping components to the conference call, storing one 
or more components of the conference call, storing step is performed at the elearonic viewer, storing step is performed at a 
node in a network connecting the call, receiving one or all of the stored components of the conference call after termination of 
the conference call as this arrangement would provide keep permanent record of conference proceedings for subsequent use of 
tte conferees. 

Claim 68 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Theodor in view of Pujioka (JP408228328A). 

Regarding claim 68. Theodor does not leach the following: authorizing access to the stored components .of the 
conference call before the retrieving step. 

However. Pujioka discloses video conference terminal equipmem whidi teaches the following: authorizmg access to 
the stored components of the conference call before the retrieving step (sec abstract). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time inversion was made to modify 
Hieodor's system to provide for the following: authorizing access to the stored coii^nents of the confereiK^e call bef(He the 
retrieving step as this would facilitate to control access to the stored infonnation for authorized users as taught by Pujicka. 

Claims 71 and 73 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Theodor in view of Inagaki 
(JP408051614A). 

Regarding claims 71 and 73, Theodor does not teach the following: displaying identification of a caller or calling 
equipmem:, displaying step is performed subsequent to the initiation of the participating step. 

However. Inagaki discloses a video conference system and picture transmitter which teaches the following: 
displaying identification of a caller or calling equipment, displaying step is performed subsequent to the initiation of the 
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participating step (see abstract). 



Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary sicill in the art at the time invention was made to modify 
Theodor's system to provide for the following: displaying identification of a caller or calHng equipment, displaying step is 
performed subsequent to tb& initiation of the participating step as this would facilitate to easily confirm the video conference 
participants as taught by Inagaki. 
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
